Decision dims U.S. hopes 
for military help from allies 


WASHINGTON | In a major setback to U.S. 
efforts to attract military help in Iraq, a 
Turkish official said Tuesday his country 
won't send peacekeeping troops without 
a significant change in the situation there. 
That makes it virtually certain the United 
States will have to send thousands more U.S. 
reservists early next year. 

No additional countries have contribut- 
ed forces in Iraq since the United Nations 
Security Council approved a new resolution 
on Iraq last month. Bush administration offi- 
cials had hoped the U.N. action would per- 
suade reluctant allies to send more forces. 

Turkey had been the best hope. But 
Turkey’s ambassador to the United States, 
Osman Faruk Logoglu, said his country will 
not send troops without an explicit invitation 
from the U.S.-appointed Iraqi Governing 
Council — some of whose members have 
vigorously opposed the idea. 

USS. officials had pressed Turkey, the only 
Muslim nation in NATO, to send troops, and 
Turkey’s parliament answered, voting last 
month to join the U.S. in Iraq. (ap) + Violence

Under Conservative Pressure, CBS Yanks ‘Reagans’ 


NEW YORK | Capping an extraordinary conser- 
vative furor, CBS scrapped plans Tuesday to 
televise “The Reagans’ and decided to shunt it 
off to the Showtime cable network instead. 

Based on snippets of the script that had 
leaked out recently, conservatives accused 
CBS of distorting the legacy of former presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan. 


CBS believed it had ordered a love story 
with politics as a backdrop, but instead got a 
film that crossed the line into advocacy, said 
an anonymous network executive. 

Media author Neal Gabler said CBS’s 
decision was bad for democracy. 

“CBS, in pulling this film, did incredible 
harm ...” Gabler said. “What they’ve told us 


now is that a very small group of people have 
censorship power over the networks.” 

But conservatives said it was a question of 
accuracy. “This was a left-wing smear of one 
of the nation’s most beloved presidents and 
CBS got caught,” said Brent Bozell, founder of

Rep. Ernie Fletcher 


becomes first GOP 
governor in 32 years 


Rep. Ernie Fletcher easily won the 
Kentucky governor's race Tuesday, 
becoming the first Republican to lead 
the state in 32 years, while the GOP 
hoped to take another Democratic 
governor's seat in Mississippi. 

With 55 percent of precincts 
reporting, Fletcher — who got a big 
assistfrom President Bushinthecam- 
paign’s final days — led with 54: per- 
cent, or 339,688 votes, to Democratic 
Attorney General Ben Chandler's 
46 percent, or 285,941 votes. 

In both states, candidates tried 
out strategies that could well be used 
in the 2004 presidential race. 

In Kentucky, party activists 
argued that a vote for Chandler 


would tell the White House its eco- 
nomic policy is a failure. Mississippi 
Democrats criticized Republican 
Haley Barbour as a “Washington 
insider” as Bush, Vice President Dick 
Cheney and other top GOP officials 
came to campaign for him. 
Democrats in Mississippi com- 
plained Tuesday of intimidation at 
black voting precincts, echoing an 
earlier clash over race in Kentucky's 
final days. In both states, Democrats 
alleged that GOP poll observers 
sought to suppress the black vote, 
though Kentucky activists said they 
saw few problems on Election Day. 
Spending records fell in 
Mississippi's race, where Democratic 
Gov. Ronnie Musgrove, seeking asec- 
ond term, was outspent by Barbour, 
atop Washington lobbyist and for- 
mer head of the Republican National 
Committee.

Feds Target Wal-Mart 
In Immigration Probe 


LITTLE ROCK, ARK. | Federal prosecu- 
tors have informed Wal-Mart Stores 
that it is the target of an investiga- 
tion into the hiring of illegal immi- 
grants, the world’s largest retailer 
said Tuesday. 

The “target letter” from the U.S. 
Attorney's Office arrived on Friday, 
just over a week after federal agents 
raided Wal-Mart’s Bentonville head- 
quarters and 60 stores across the 
country, arresting 250 illegal immi- 
grants as they came off the overnight 
cleaning shift. Most of the illegal 
workers were employed by cleaning 
companies, not by Wal-Mart itself. 

An employer can face civil and 


criminal penalties for knowingly 
hiring illegal immigrants or fail- 
ing to comply with certain employee 
record-keeping regulations. 

Target letters give people or com- 
panies formal notification that they 
are the focus of an investigation. 

“The company is the target,” Wal- 
Mart spokeswoman Mona Williams 
said. “No company employee has 
received an individual target letter 
at this time.” 

Wal-Mart said it was not sur- 
prised to receive the letter, after the 
Oct. 23 raids. A grand jury will begin 
hearing evidence in mid-December,

EL CAJON, CALIF. | Firefighters 
contained the biggest and deadli- 
est of Southern California’s wildfires 
Tuesday and turned their attention to 
mopping up other blazes and heading 
off mudslides when the rains come. 
San Diego County’s 280,000- 
acre Cedar Fire was fully surrounded 
after cool weather and on-and-off 
rain helped firefighters. 
Officials said four other fires were 
expected to be contained by day’s end. 
Firefighters got a morale boost 
from a visit by President Bush, 
who surveyed some of the damage 
done by the blazes that have killed 
at least 22 people, destroyed about 
3,600 homes and burned more than 
740,000 acres of brush and timber.

Study: ‘Good’ Cholesterol 
Clears Clogged Arteries 


CHICAGO | Intravenous doses of a 
synthetic component of “good” cho- 
lesterol reduced artery disease in 
just six weeks in a small study with 
startlingly big implications for treat- 
ing a top killer. 

“The concept is sort of liquid 
Drano for the coronary arteries,” 
said Dr. Steven Nissen, a Cleveland 
Clinic cardiologist who led the 
study, using the U.S. brand name 
for a drain-clearing product. 

Larger and longer studies need 
to be done to determine ifthe exper- 
imental treatment will translate 
into fewer deaths, but the early 
results are promising, said Dr. 
Daniel Rader, director of preven- 
tive cardiology at the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Medicine. 

The treatment used a laboratory- 
produced version of an unusually 


effective form of HDL, the good 
cholesterol that helps protect 
against heart disease by removing 
plaque, or fatty buildups, from the 
bloodstream. 

The surprisingly quick results, 
though preliminary, shatter a 
long-standing belief that heart 
disease is a slow-progressing 
disease that takes a long time to 
undo, said Rader, who wrote an 
editorial accompanying the study 
in Wednesday’s Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

While some existing medicines 
target HDL, most conventional 
drug treatment works by reduc- 
ing levels of LDL cholesterol, the 
“bad” kind that contributes to the 
formation of plaque that can clog 
arteries and lead to heart attacks.

Charles Singleton’s most recent 
appeal failed in the U.S. Supreme 
Court in October, 
when the justices 
refused to review a 
lower court ruling 
that the forced med- 
ication was accept- 
able. That court 
determined it was 
part of appropriate treatment for 
Singleton’s paranoid schizophrenia. 
Attorney General Mike 
Beebe delivered a letter to Gov. 
Mike Huckabee on Monday 
certifying there are no other 
obstacles to Singleton’s execu- 
tion, Huckabee’s office said. 
Singleton was convicted for the 
1979 stabbing death of a grocer. (ap)

Heat Wave Death Toll Revised 
At least 7,659 more people — nearly 
all elderly — died during this past 
summer's scorching European heat 
wave compared with the same peri- 
od last year, Italy said Tuesday. 
Figures released in September 
had said 4,175 more people died, 
but that toll did not include the 
second half of August. The revised 
death toll still leaves Italy second 
after France, where the government 
reported 14,802 deaths. (ar)

To British Commonwealth 
Pakistan's foreign minister on Tues- 
day said his country had proved 
its democratic credentials and 
deserved reinstatement as a full 
member of the Commonwealth, a 
54-nation grouping of Britain and its 
former colonies.

French town exhumes 
German soldiers — 
and its own secrets 


BORDEAUX, FRANCE | The bodies of 
17 German soldiers executed in an 
act of reprisal during World War II 
were exhumed Tuesday from a grave 
kept secret for decades by a village 
in southwest France. 

The soldiers, who were buried in 
a mass grave after they were exe- 
cuted in 1944, will be laid to rest 
Nov. 16 in a military cemetary off 
the Atlantic coast. 

On Aug. 9, 1944, French 
Resistance fighters killed a num- 
ber of German soldiers in Saint- 
Julien-de-Crempse in the Dordogne 
region. The Germans then rounded 
up all adult males from the village 
and executed them. One month 
later, 17 German prisoners were 
removed from their cells at the 
village’s prison and executed. 

The grave was discovered after a

Spain becomes third

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Insurgents struck 
Tuesday at the center of the U.S.- 
led occupation, firing mortars after 
sundown at the heavily-guarded 
district that includes major Amer- 
ican facilities. Three people were 
wounded, the Pentagon said. 

The insurgents targeted the two- 
mile square “green zone,” which 
includes coalition headquarters, 
the military press center and other 
key facilities.

moscow | A Russian-born U.S. 
citizen took over as head of the oil 
giant Yukos on Tuesday, one of three 
Americans tapped for top positions 
as the company sought to distance 
itself from its jailed former chief. 

Simon Kukes was named chief 
executive, replacing Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky, who was arrested 
and jailed Oct. 25 on charges of 
fraud and tax evasion. 

The 56-year-old Kukes, who 
emigrated to the United States 
in 1977, formerly headed Russia’s 
Tyumen Oil Company. He was elect- 
ed chairman of the Yukos board of 
directors in June. 

The company also appointed 
Steven Theede, another American, 
as executive director and president 
of Yukos-Moscow, a subsidiary that 
handles many of Yukos’s corporate 
functions. Bruce Misamore, another 
American, retained his post of chief 
financial officer. 

Company officials may be try- 
ing to protect Yukos from author- 
ities by putting U.S. citizens 
in top positions, analysts said.

The draft report, prepared by 
a panel appointed by the United 
Nations, details how an al Qaeda 
cell trained in Mogadishu in 2001, 
smuggled surface-to-air missiles 
from Somalia to Kenya in 2002, 
then fled back to Somalia after 
attacking a Kenyan resort hotel 
on Nov. 28, killing 15 people.

The U.N. experts began work 
in May to investigate violations 
of a 1992 arms embargo against 
Somalia.

Afghan Public to Sound Off on Draft 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | By plane, car, 
even donkey, thousands of copies of 
Afghanistan's draft constitution are 
being sent out as the government 
tries to win support for the docu- 
ment from a fractured population. 

A day after unveiling the long- 
awaited draft, Afghanistan's consti- 
tutional commission said Tuesday 
that last-minute comments will 
be taken into account before the 


final version is submitted to a grand 
council in December for ratification. 

Some 107,000 copies of the 
50-page document will be sent to 
far corners of the country to give 
as many people as possible the 
opportunity to comment. 

Afghans appear eager to do that. 
Kiosks in Kabul quickly sold out of 
newspapers that printed the entire 
text of the draft. (ap) 
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Va. GOP Retains 
Control of Houses 


RICHMOND, VA. | As expected, 
Republicans on Tuesday main- 
tained the comfortable legislative 
majority in Virginia. 

With candidates uncontested in 
61 of the 100 House of Delegates 
seats and 19 of the 40 House seats, 
turnout for the races was expect- 
ed to be extremely poor, even com- 
pared with the ordinarily paltry 
voter response the off-year races 
produce. 

The few exceptions were chief- 
ly in House and Senate races in 
Fairfax County, where voter interest 
is high in fiercely contested Board 
of Supervisors contests. Results of 
those races were not available as 
of press time. 

It was unclear whether or not the 
GOP could gain one more seat in 
the state House. If the Republicans 
could attain one more vote, they 


would be able to assemble a vot- 
ing bloc that includes two conser- 
vative independents capable of 
overriding Democratic Gov. Mark 
R. Warner’s vetoes. A GOP gain of 
three seats would produce an out- 
right veto-proof majority. 

This year’s election leaves 
Warner to deal with a Republican 
legislative majority not too differ- 
ent from the one that has allowed 
him only modest victories in his 
first two years. 

By the end of the year, Warner 
will offer the General Assembly his 
most ambitious legislative agenda 
yet: a comprehensive rewrite of 
the state’s World War I-era tax 
code and many public education 
reforms. (AP)

FCC Approves Digital Piracy Blocker 


WASHINGTON | The government on 
Tuesday approved an anti-piracy 
mechanism to make it harder for 
computer users to illegally dis- 
tribute digital TV programs on 
the Internet. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission told makers of digi- 
tal television receivers that by July 1, 


2005, their models must recognize 
an electronic marker, known as a 
“broadcast flag,” that broadcasters 
can embed in their programs. 
FCC officials said the flag would 
not prevent consumers from using 
existing or new DVD or VCR 
machines to make copies of TV pro- 
grams. But it is designed to make it 


more difficult to then transfer those 
copies to the Internet. 

As Internet connections get fast- 
er and broadcasters switch to much 
clearer digital TV, the movie and 
television industries are concerned 
that consumers will put high-qual- 
ity copies of shows and films on the 
Web that others can download for 
free, eroding their sales and syndi- 
cation markets. (ap)

Author Toni Morrison 
on ‘race men’ and 
‘outlaw women’ 


PERSONALITY | Distinguished 
American novelist Toni Morrison 
is in her Manhattan apartment, 
talking about “outlaw women.” 
Dressed in a flowing black shirt and 
pants, with graying braids twisting 
down her back, Morrison chooses 
her words carefully. 

“Outlaw women who don’t fol- 
low the rules are always interest- 
ing to me,” she says thoughtfully, 
“because they push themselves, and 
us, to the edge.” 

A string of these women have 
peopled the novels of this Nobel 
laureate, from “Song of Solomon” 
to “Sula” and “Paradise.” But today, 
Morrison is talking about Celestial, 
the enigmatic, elusive presence in 
her new novel, “Love.” 

Celestial haunts Bill Cosey, the 
autumnal patriarch who is the cen- 
tral character of “Love,” just like the 
faded memory of the glory days of 
his personal empire: a chic sea- 
side resort for stylish, well-to-do 
blacks that flourished in a segre- 
gated America. 

Cosey was a “race man,’ admired 
in their heyday for making it in a 
white world, but years later becom-

Rise of the Machines 


‘Bullet time’ can’t pass quickly enough in the bombastic final ‘Matrix’ 


FILM | Think back to 1999, when 
you first saw “The Matrix.” 

Remembertheexhilaratingsense 
of awe and wonder you experienced, 
the feeling that you were watching 
something truly revolutionary? The 
clothes, the choreography, the com- 
bination of brain-twisting philoso- 
phy and thunderous techno music 
— it was just a ceaselessly cool film. 
It almost allowed you to take Keanu 
Reeves seriously. 

Now think back to six months 
ago, when you saw “The Matrix 
Reloaded.” 

By then, the original had been 
so endlessly copied and parodied, 
a sequel seemed redundant. It was 
too talky, too bloated with psycho- 


babble and self-importance. And it 
had an infuriating cliffhanger end- 
ing: Neo (Reeves) lies in a coma, and 
since he's The One, he's the only dude 
who can save Zion from imminent 
destruction by the machines. 

In “The Matrix Revolutions,” the 
third installment in the trilogy, the 
tedious, cryptic speeches about the 
nature of the Matrix are gone. 

In their place, however, is a dif- 
ferent kind of noise. “Revolutions” is 
an onslaught — a clamorous, soul- 
less barrage. For what feels like half 
the film's two hours, giant chunks of 
grinding, twisting metal attack each 
other. While the original “Matrix” 
thrilled, this one numbs. 

There is no “wow” sequence, no 


signature “bullet time” image. Even 
“The Matrix Reloaded” had some 
sporadic flashes of brilliance: the 
14-minute car chase, those ethere- 
al albino twins and the occasional 
smarmy speech from the menacing 
Agent Smith (Hugo Weaving). 

By the time part three rolls 
around, however, Smith has been 
reduced to a snarling, gnashing 
megalomaniac, and the future of 
humanity comes down to a fist fight 
between him and Neo. Equally dis- 
appointing is the film’s main shoot- 
out, which takes place upside down 
on the ceiling of a nightclub.

“Revolutions” only comes close to 
inspiring when it focuses on people: 
the love between Neo and Trinity 
Carrie-Anne Moss), the renewed 
affection between Morpheus 
Laurence Fishburne) and Niobe 
Jada Pinkett Smith), the tender 
friendship between a young girl 
Tanveer Atwal) and the Oracle 
Mary Alice, filling in for the late 
Gloria Foster). 

As always, the fight sequences 
are choreographed spectacularly 
by Yuen Wo Ping.

Do you itemize your taxes? If 
so, donate it.

What does it mean when a used car 
is “certified” by a dealer?

Clean, Green Machines 


DRIVING GREEN | In 2001, the 
Japanese government announced 
a plan to put more than 10 million 
low-emission vehicles on the road 
by 2010. These imperatives have 
required an enormous investment 
by Japanese automakers. But with 
China's automotive market about to 
explode, most everyone understands 
that clean-car technology will be 
essential. Japanese automakers are 
poised to rule this battleground. 

Clean-car technologies domi- 
nated the Tokyo Auto Show this 
year, both hybrid powertrains, 
which blend electrical and inter- 
nal-combustion power, and fuel 
cells, devices that catalyze hydro- 
gen to create electricity with no 
toxic emissions. 


Between the two is Mazda Motor 
Corp.'s RX-8 Hydrogen RE, pow- 
ered by a rotary engine that runs 
on gasoline or gaseous hydrogen. 
The hydrogen rotary, if it could be 
made more efficient, would mark an 
admirable interim solution on the 
way to fuel-cell electric power. 

Nearly every Asian manufactur- 
er displayed a hybridized vehicle of 
some sort. Among those with impli- 
cations for the U.S. market: Toyota's 
SU-HVI1, a barely disguised Lexus 
RX 330all-wheel-drive hybrid pow- 
ered by a 3.3-liter V-6 and electric 


drive motors with a combined power 
of 170 kilowatts. 

The Subaru B9 Scrambler con- 
cept car is an exquisite little pocket 
rocket hybrid using a 100-kilowatt 
(134 horsepower) electric motor for 
speeds up to 50 mph then switch- 
ing on its 2.0-liter, 138-horsepower 
four-cylinder gas engine for higher 
speeds. If the B9 makes it to mar- 
ket it will be, like all Subies, an all- 
wheel-drive car, though the variable 
ride-height suspension and run-flat 
tires are probably for the show cir- 
cuit only.

Honda Recall 
Affects 2002 
CR-V, Again 


RECALLS | Honda Motor Co. is recall- 
ing nearly 652,000 sedans, minivans 
and sport utility vehicles because of'a 
defect that allows drivers to remove 
the key from the ignition when the 
vehicle isn’t in park. 

The National Highway Safety 
Administration said Monday it has 
records of four injuries, 28 crashes 
and 169 complaints about the defect, 
which is caused by excessive wear 
in the ignition switch. 

In many cases, drivers assumed 
their vehicles were in park because 
they were able to remove the key. 

In at least one case, a rolling 
SUV caused a multi-vehicle acci- 
dent. Affected vehicles are the 2002 
CR-V SUV, the 1997-99 Acura CL 
and 1999 Acura TL sedans, the 1999 
Odyssey minivan and the 1998-99 
Accord sedan and coupe. 

This is the second time in a year 
that Honda has recalled the 2002 
CR-V. In July, Honda recalled 
247,019 CR-Vs because excessive 
corrosion was preventing the auto- 
matic transmission from shifting 
into park. 

Honda says that owners of affect- 
ed vehicles will be contacted when 
parts are available and asked to take 
their vehicle to an authorized dealer 
to be repaired free of charge. The 
repair involves updating or replac- 
ing the lock cylinder body. 

Mailings will begin in December. 
Consumers should use the parking 
brake until the company repairs the 
vehicles. (ap)
